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OUR TRAVELS IN THE OLD COUNTRY

My wife, Margaret, and I have made 7 
trips to Yugoslavia in the last 17 years. 
Our first trip began on January 10, 1962. 
We went the "long way" to the old country 
and in no part of this trip did we 
travel by airplane. We took the train 
from Oakland to New York where we board¬ 
ed the oceanliner U.S.S. United States. 

We arrived in the French port of La 
Havre. From there we took a short 
train trip to Paris where we connected 
with the famous southern European train, 
the Orient Express. (The Orient Express 
is now "kaput", it used to run from Paris 
to Istanbul). We rode the train through 
Vinkovac and got off in Sarajevo where 
we again changed trains for our final 
destination, Dubrovnik. Our total tra¬ 
vel time for this trip was over 10 days. 
Now you can fly from San Francisco to 
Dubrovnik in 14 hours. 

Our second trip to Yugoslavia in 1968 
v^Bby airplane. We arrived in Dubrovnik 
in December of 1968 in order to spend the 
Christmas holidays with family and friends 


We returned home 4 months later in 
April,1969. 

Margaret and I retired on March 1, 
1970 and since then we have made 5 
trips to Yugoslavia and spent a total 
of 58 months there. The first trip 
was from March of 1970 through Dec¬ 
ember of 1971 (21 months). We rented 
an apartment in the Dubrovnik area. 
While there, we spent a lot of time 
in visiting the birthplaces of our 
parents and other relatives. My 
father was born in the village of 
Majkovi, around 25 miles north of 
Dubrovnik. Pridvorje in the Konavle 
valley is the birthplace of my mother. 
Pridvorje is around 18 miles south 
of Dubrovnik. My wife Margaret's 
parents were further away and harder 
to reach. We went to visit her 
mother and uncle’s birthplace in 
Starigrad on the island of Hvar. 

Her uncle moved to Split shortly after 
the Second World War. From there 
we visited Margaret's father's birth¬ 
place on the island of Vis. Both 
Hvar and Vis are off the coast of

Split and are easily reached by 
"Trajekts” ship which carries both 
passengers and automobiles. The 
trip takes only a few hours. My wife's 
parents are not living, but she got 
to see the houses where they were 
forn. Her mother's house and farm on 
Hvar are still kept up by an uncle 
who makes occasional visits from Split. 
In addition to the numerous cousins that 
Margaret and I visited in the Dubrovnik 
and Split areas, we called on relatives 
of the Basor, Lettunich and Obradovich 
families of Watsonville.

Brae is the largest of the Central 
Dalmatian islands and the third largest 
in all of the Adriatic islands; total 
area is 152 square miles. Only 5 miles 
of blue Adriatic separate it from the 
mainland. 

* Bare rock and steep cliffs mark a 
Irge part of the coastline while there 
e flat, sandy beaches in the south 
from the villages of Faraska to Bol. 

The beaches are also flat and sandy in 
the north from Sutivan to Supetar.

Brae's landscape is marked by numerous 
limestone formations, cracks, potholes, 
and coves. The most fertile part of 
the island is in the interior, parti¬ 
cularly between the^villages of 
Lozi!£da and Nere^isca and between 
Selca, Novo Selo, and Sumartin. There 
are pine woods on some of the higher 
slopes on the island. There is a 
scattering of Aleppo and black pines 
near all of the coastal settlements; 
but for the most part, Brae is very 
rugged and rock dominates the land¬ 
scape. 

In 1972, there were 14,227 people 
living on Brae. The main agricultural 
products are olive oil, wine and fruit 
(especially sour cherries and almonds). 
Livestock includes areound 10,000 
sheep. The annual fish catch is 
around 500 tons with canneries at 
Postira and Milna. In my opinion, 
the most famous product of Brae is its 
marble. People have been takinq mar¬ 
ble from Brae since the Roman emperor 
Diocletian. The United Nations build¬ 
ing in New York used Brae's marble 
extensively. The main marble quarries 
are located at Postira, Pucisca, 

Selca, Spliska, and Donji Humac. 

Bra^ has been continuously in¬ 
habited from the Neolithic period 
(10,000 years ago) through the Bronze 
and Iron Ages. Tjie first known in¬ 
habitants of Brae were the Illyrians 
and it is probable that Brae got its 
name from the Illyrian workd for 
stag, BRENTOS. The Roman period in 
Brae left traces, not only in the 
interior, but also on the coast. There 
are historical records that indicate 
that Diocletian had marble quarries 
at Skrip. 

In the early Middle Ages, Bra£ 
was under Byzantine rule but was 
conquered by the Slavs in the 9th 
century and shortly thereafter be¬ 
came part of the Croatian State. In 
the 14th century. Brae recognized 
the Hungaro-Croatian King Ludovic^ 
Tvrtko as their sovereign. From 
1420 to 1797, Brae was under the rule 
of the Venetian Empire which granted 
it a great deal of freedom. After 
the fall of Venice, Bra# fell to 
Austria (until 1806); for a short 
period it was the Russian naval base 
for the northern part of the Adriatic. 

A short time later it was occupied by 
(cont'd next page) 
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Napoleon's armies who held it until 
Waterloo. From that point until the^ 
formation of Yugoslavia in 1918, Brae 
was to be ruled by Austria and Franz 
Joseph. After World War I, Italy 
claimed Bracf and the better part of the 
Dalmatian coast as being her "spoil" 
of war. Luckily for the Slavs, Wood- 
row Wilson was present at the peace 
conference when Italy made her claim 
to Dalmatia. Wilson completely dis¬ 
missed Italian claims to Dalmatia and 
Brae became part of the new country, 
Yugoslavia in 1918. 

NOTE: This article was written because 

many members of YACO are from Brae or 
their families before them were from 
the island. In future issues, I will 
feature towns and areas where YACO 
members or their families came from. 
Next month, Cavtat will be covered as 
that is where my grandfather was born.

Saturday, September 22, 1979 at 8:00 
p.m., I attended an ELTON JOHN CONCERT. 
His theme for this American tour was 
"ELTON JOHN - BACK IN THE U.S.S.A." 

His recent tour of the U.S.S.R. was so 
successful that he decided to tour the 
United States but only in small halls 
with 3,000 to 5,000 capacities. Last 
night's performance was held at the 
Berkeley Community Theatre. 

At about 8:15 p.m., everyone started 
getting anxious and wanted the show to 
start. The audience started clapping 
in unison. The house lights went down 
and the spotlight was on the STAR of 
the show. 

He began the show with "Your Song", 
one of his older tunes but certainly 


one of his most popular. After the 
first song, the crowd was filled with 
so much adrenalin that we just had 
to get into the act too. Almost every¬ 
one knew the lyrics to his songs so^^ 
he encouraged us to sing along if vi^P 
wished to. 

The first half of the show, which 
was an hour and a half, was generally 
his ballads with only him at the piano 
and the electric piano. Then, during 
one of his most powerful songs, the 
brick road behind him separated and 
out came his percussionist, Ray Cooper. 
The two of them together are like two 
live sticks of dynamite. They put 
so much energy into their perfor¬ 
mances^ 

The second set of 90 minutes was 
dedicated to most of ELTON's rock- 
and-roll tunes. He sang at least 2 
to 3 songs off every album he has 
ever recorded which is in the area 
now of 19 to 20, plus he sang a Jim 
Reeves country tune and another 
musician's song. He also played two 
very famous songs recorded by the 
Beatles. One of them was a song 
called "Twist and Shout" which is 
exactly what the whole audience got 
up and did' 

After several standing ovations^^ 
and 4 encores, ELTON and RAY COOPER 
ended the show with an American 
version of the Beatles' "Back in the 
U.S.S.R." Then they passed out 
carnations to the- front audience. 

The two of them (ELTON and RAY) 
together gave a performance that I'm 
sure no one in that audience will 
ever forget, especially me.'.'
